D o w n sv ille, Inst Mondays 
and

died at Brow nsville late W ednesday 
afternoon. 
The officer’* father, a form er m em ­ 
ber o f the G ettysburg 
police 
force, 
w as notified of the tragedy late Thurs­ 
day and today was m aking prepara­ 
tions to g o to Brow nsville to attend 
the funeral se vices. 
A ccording to reports from Brow ns­ 
ville, the alleged bootlegger* responsi­ 
ble for the tw o deaths are still at 
large, although police of every town 
and city in w estern Pennsylvania are 
on the lookout for the pair. 
The m en, who shot down the tw o 
officer*, w ere about to be stopped in 
an autom obile for exam ination of its 
contents, the coal and iron police be­ 
lieving it to contain a consignm ent of 
liquor. 
Fox wa* a form er m em ber of the 
M ale police force, having joined the 
constabulary Septem ber 2, 19JG. 
Ho w as m arried two years ago and 
is survived by his w ife, his father 
here and hi* m other and tw o sisters 
residing at M onessen.

longing for fellow ship.’' 
“The great 
throbbing of today,”

the 
noted divine, “ is for unity. 
Final and 
enduring peace can only com e through 
Christian brotherhood, not by law s, 
not by w ars, and not 
by jealousies. 


I f we want to lie at peace with man 
we m ust first lie at peace w*ith God. 
Daily Prayer N ecessary 
“Don’t 
neglect

prayer. 
There is nothing weak or unm anly in 
recf>gnizing God.

TO RUN AT LAROE 


County Residents Re­ 
port Loss of Chickens 
From Dogs; Will 
Continue Cam­ 
paign. 


Four of the five alleged violator* 


of the state dog law* appeared before 


Justice J. U. Appier, T hursday even­ 


ing, and naif! fines of $5 each. 
Costs 
in each action were $3. 
Those who 
paid fines were Max Foth, Paul Mar­ 
tin, Harry Butrvbaugh and Charles W. 
Cook 
The case of Matt Fields, who claim ­ 
ed that his dog. although unlicensed, 
had not been allowed off the prem ises 
and w'as alw ays in the custody of 
*<»nie responsible person, 
w as held 
over until today by Justice Appier. 
All four of the defendants were 
found gu ilty at the hearing and all 
paid the fines and costs. 
D ogs Must W ear T ags 
In connection with the local round­ 
up of unlicensed dogs and dogs run­ 
ning at large w ithout their owners or 
some other responsible person, G. A. 
Raffensperger, 
Straban 
township, 
field agent for the state departm ent 
of agriculture, called attention to the 
recent decision of the state supreme 
court in upholding the law which pro­ 
vides that all dogs m ust wear tags. 
An appeal from a sum m ary convic­ 
tion, sim ilar to the local cases, was 
taken by R. C. Haldeman, of H arris­ 
burg. after Mr. R affensperger had ar­ 
rested 
him 
for having several un­ 
licensed dogs on his prem ises in Cum­ 
berland county. 
At a hearing before Justice of the 
Peace Coble in W orm leysburg, Cum­ 
berland county, Haldeman was found 
guilty and fined $5.00 
and 
costs. 
Haldeman appealed the case to the 
court o f quarter sessions o f Cumber­ 
land county, contending that the dog 
law’ w as unconstitutional for nine dif­ 
ferent reasons. 
The case was ar­ 
gued before the court and on Feb­ 
ruary 13, 1920, 
Judge E. M. Bid­ 
dle, Jr., 
handed down his 
decision 
upholding the constitutionality of the 
law. 
Derision Important 
Mr. Haldeman im m ediately entered 
an appeal from the decision of the 
Cumberland county court to the su­ 
perior court o f Pennsylvania which 
sustained the decision of the lower 
court. 
A gain the case w'as appealed 
—this tim e to the suprem e court of 
the state from which came the re­ 
cent decision which should settle for 
all time* and all persons the constitu­ 
tionality o f the dog law. 
The decision is extrem ely impor­ 
tant since it settles once for all the 
question of the necessity o f dog own­ 
ers in. Pennsylvania 
having license 
tags disnlaved on the collars o f their 
dogs. 
W ithout tags being thus dis­ 
played. it would be im possible to en­ 
force the law. 
Many chickens are reported being 
killed by stray dogs in M cSherrys­ 
town and vicinity, and Mr. Raffens- 
perger said he planned to go into that 
section of Adams county within a few 
days. 
The enforcem ent agent later 
will roundup violators of the dog law 
in Franklin and Fulton counties, hav­ 
ing already cleaned up a large num­ 
ber in ('timberland county.
